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EXAMINER 'S AMENDMENT

Reason for Allowance 

2. Regarding claims 1,8-11, 21-22, 24, 34-38, 40-41, 28, 43-46, and 48-49, the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a data communication system comprising a source node adapted to 
transfer object data; wherein said source node is adapted (a) to obtain connection information 
indicating the logical connection from the controller, (b) to set a segment size in accordance with 
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reception capability of a respective destination node in order to divide the object data into one or 
more segments, (c) to divide the object data into one or more segments in accordance with the 
segment size, and (d) to transfer packets including both data in the one or more segments and the 
connection information from said source node to the one or more destination nodes via a serial 
bus, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claims 1, 24, and 28.
